LONDON, June 7 (Sunday) (AP) 
—The R. A. F. offensive thundered 
into its eight day with a raid early 
this morning upon the German- 
held French coast and British 
coastal guns joined the assault, 
sending a series of earth-shaking, 
two-gun salvoes across the 
Channel, .

At that time, they-created heavy damage, it is 
true, but their act aroused grim determination of.our citizenry 
to avenge such treachery and it raised, not lowered, the morale 
of our fighting men. 


‘Pearl Harbor has now been partially avenged. Ven- 
geance will not be complete until Japanese sea power has been 
reduced to impotence. We have made substantial progress in 
that direction. Perhaps we .will be forgiven if we claim we 
are about midway to our objective.

Only minor encounters were re- 
ported on the Kelinin front, north- 
west of Moscow, and on the south- 
western and southern fronts. 

The Soviet Information Bureau 
said Germany’s Central front army 
lost several hundred infantrymen, 
killed or wounded, and eight tanks 
in one assault on Red Army forces 
operating behind German lines. 

Russian flyers were credited 
with downing two German planes 
by ramming. 

A communique said Russian 
scouts wiped out a 100-man garri- 
son o nthe Kalinin front, while 
guerrillas killed 250 Germans. by 
derailing a troop train. They also 
were credited with a raidon-a big 
railway station and the destruction 
of an ammunition dump and 1300 
yards of track. | 


Heavy Air, Artillery Attack on Se- 
vastopol, Nazis Say. 
BERLIN (From German Broad- 
casts), June 6 (AP).—The German 
high command announced today 
that the Soviet naval base of Se- 
vastopol in the Crimea had: been 


attacked by extremely heavy ar- 
tilery fire from “the encircling 
front” and by concentrated air 
bombardment. 

On the southern and northern 
fronts, the Russians were said to 
have been repulsed in heavy fight- 
ing, although the southern attacks 
were described as “local,” while on 
the central front heavy action was 
reported against guerrillas. 

Strongest Russian attacks were 
reported in the Volkhov area south 
of Leningrad, where it was said 
dive-bomber formations assisted 
the Germans, [ 

“The enemy sesthined extremely 
heavy and bloody losses and lost 
22 tanks,” the communique said. 

In the Gulf of Finland, naval 
artillery was claimed to have 
scored several hits on a Russian 
submarine. 

“Several enemy groups in the 
rear of the front were herded closer 
together and a number of villages 
captured,” the communique said of 
the guerrilla fighting on the cen- 
tral front.

GEN. BILLY MITCHELL 
SISTER NAZ PRISONER 


Reported Safe ‘in Concentra- 
tion Camp—Had Been With 
’ Yugoslav Guerrillas. 


NEW YORK, June 6 (AP) .—Mrs. 
Marie Michal, an American woman 
who spent 14 years in Prague said 
today that Ruth Mitchell, sister of 
the late Brig. Gen. William (Billy) 
Mitchell, was safe and well at a 


German concentration camp at 
Liebenau in’ Wuerttemberg. 

. Michal said that Miss 
Mitchell was taken to the camp 
as a war prisoner after being cap- 
tured by the Nazis as a member of 
the Comitadji, a Yugoslav guerrilla 


group. 

Mrs. Michal, who returned last 
Monday on the diplomat-exchange 
liner Drottingholm, said she had 
met Miss Mitchell at the camp 
where she, too, had been held. 

Miss. Mitchell, she said, had 
been in 10 or more prisons before 
being taken to Liebenau. In- 
ternees are treated reasonably well 
there, she said. 

Not long before the Nazis in- 
vaded Yugoslavia, Miss Mitchell 
told an American correspondent in 
Belgrade that she had been a mem- 
ber of the guerrilla organization's 
general staff as a dispatch rider 
for its leader, Kosca Pecanac, 

At that time Miss Mitchell was 
quoted as saying each member of 
the band was given a phial of 
poison so he might take his own 
life rather than be captured. 

Mrs. Michal said the Nazis ap- 
peared willing to release Miss 
Mitchell from Liebenau and that 
Miss Mitchell had expected to sail 
on the Drottningholm but was un- 
able to leave, apparently because 
there was delay when the United 
States State Department was mak- 
ing arrangements with the Swiss 
Government. 

Mrs. Michal said the delay was 
caused partly by the failure to 
find a record of the passport is- 
sued to Miss Mitchell.

flashed to Jefferson Barracks by 
direct teletype from Omaha, and 
the Barracks would warn the St.

If the warnings were an “alert,” 
meaning that enemy planes had 
been sighted within range of St. 
Louis, or a “yellow” warning, in- 
dicating that they might be headed 
for this city, the most important 
OCD officials would be telephoned 
and told to stand by in readiness. 

Cards bearing the names of these 
officers, their day and night tele- 
phone numbers, and names and tel- 
ephone numbers of two deputies or 
alternates for each officer, are 
filed in the control room, in the 
order in which the calls would be 
made. 

If the city received a “blue” 
warning, meaning that planes 
were headed in this direction and 
a raid within a half hour to an 
hour was a distinct possibility, the 
OCD officers would be telephoned 
to report immediately to the con- 
trol center. 

“Fan Out” Phone System. 

Meanwhile the OCD organization 
would be mobilized by a telephone 
“fan-out” system, already pre-ar- 
ranged in which each person would 
telephone five others, who in turn 
would call five others, and s0 on. 
Alternates are provided in every 
case, to prevent any break in the 
chain. 

The warning would be received 
far enough in advance, McBride 
said, so that most of this tele- 
phoning would be completed be- 
fore most St. Louis residents were 
aware of the potential danger. 

On a “red signal,” indicating 
that a raid could be expected mo- 
mentarily, intermittent blasts on 
factory whistles would sound the 
air-raid warning.

Bodies of Two Pacific War 
Victims on Way to St. Louis 


uneral Services for Privates Otto J . Weiner 
Jr. and Jerome U. Schmitt to 
Be Held This Week. 


The first bodies of St. Louisans 
killed in the Pacific war to be 
returned here for burial are on the 
way to St, Louis. 

They are the bodies of Pvt. Otto 
J. Weiner Jr., son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Otto J. Weiner, 4760 Heidelberg 
drive, Gardenville, and Pvt. First 
Class Jerome VU. Schrhitt, Marine, 
son of Mr. and Mrs, Matthew 
Schmitt, 528 West Davis street. 

Pvt. Weiner, 18 years old, was 
killed in action April 28. A gradu- 
ate of Bayless High School, he en- 
listed nine months ago. He is 
survived by six sisters in addition 
to his parents. 

Funeral services, in which an 
American Legion Guard of Honor 
will take part, will be at 3 p. m. 
Wednesday at the John L. Zeigen- 
hein & Son undertaking establish- 
ment, 7027 Gravois avenue, with 
burial in New St. Marcus Ceme- 


tery. 

Pvt. Schmitt, 19, died May 8 of 
wounds suffered in an accident on 
an undisclosed island in the Pa- 
cific. He attended South Side 
Catholic High School, and enlisted 
16 months ago. 

Surviving, in addition to his par- 
ents, are two sisters, Mrs. Dorothy 
Tyra and Miss Isabel Schmitt, and 
a brother, William. His body will 
arrive in St. Louis tomorrow for 
funeral services later this week. 

Two other St. Louisans, Capt. 
Elmer C, Wirtz Jr., son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Elmer C. Wirtz, 411 Bast Lock- 
wood avenue, Webster Groves, and 
Lieut. Rose Rieper, an Army nurse 
formerly on the staff of St. Louis 
Children’s Hospital, at Ridge Farm, 
convalescent home near Valley 
Park, were officially reported yes- 
terday as missing in action in the 
Philippines.

On-the-Job Schools Need- gesti 


ed to Avert Shortage 
by Septerfiber, Says 
Gen. McSherry. — 


Immediate programs of on-the- 
job training of workers in all war 
industries must be set up to avert 
an acute shortage of such workers 
by Sept. 1, Brig. Gen. Frank J. 
McSherry told 110 St. Louis war 


plant executives and personnel men 
yesterday. Gen. McSherry, director 
‘of operations of the War Manpower 
Commission, spoke at a luncheon 
arranged by the Chamber of Com- 
merce Industrial Bureau, at Hotel 
Coronado, 

Gen, McSherry predicted that the 

September shortage of war work- 
ers would. be national in scope, 
and would result from the open- 
ing of plants now being built, 
further increases in war require- 
ments, and the beginning of the 
college year. He warned employ- 
ers that, if the war should last 
two or three years longer, the Army 
and Navy might take every able- 
bodied man between the ages of 
20 and 30. 
St. Louis has been known as a 
“loose” labor’ market, with good 
supplies of trained workers usually 
available, he said, but the situa- 
tion here shows signs of “tighten- 
ing up,” and the pinch will be felt 
unless training is undertaken. 

Tool and Die Workers Lacking. 

“To expect to get trained work- 
ers from the supply how avail- 
able,” Gen. McSherry said, “is to be 
blind to the facts.” He said that, 
with 170,000 requesst for exper- 
icenced tool and die makers on file 
in Washington, the Government 
could find only about 1-25 of the 
neéded number. 


He told of the War Production 
Board’s Training-Within-Industry 
program, and its adoption by many 
companies. One ship-building con- 
cern, he said, had 22,000 employes, 
only 7000 of them with previous 
training in this work, but institut- 
ed instruction which enabled it to 
meet a high production standard. 
Another company, lacking trained 
tool-makers, used its experienced 
men as instructors to break in new 
workers. . 
Manpower Not Scarce. 

“While skilled labor is scarce,” 
Gen. McSherry said, “manpower 
and womanpower are not scarce. 
We still have some unemployed 
men, thousands of available wom- 
en, and large number Negroes and 
other minority groups not yet 


drawn upon.”

| chances, men like John D. Reilly, president 


of Todd Shipbuilding Corporation; William 
S. Newell of the Bath Iron Works and the 
group of western contractors who pooled 
their resources to form the Six Companies 
and finished the Boulder Dam -project 18 
months ahead of schedule. 

In 1939 Kaiser and Reilly failed to sell 
their idea to the Maritime Commission for 
the mass production of ships. The Govern- 
ment wanted a hundred or so “ugly duck- 
ling” or “plain Jane” freighters. Kaiser 
and Reilly proposed: “For each yard, we'll 
take not less than 20 ships nor more than 
50.” The Maritime Commission, wanting to 


spread the orders as. a means for getting 


more companies in production, turned them 
down. Kaiser and Reilly, in reply, turned 
down offers of “sample” orders. 

Their big chance came in December, 1940, 
when the British asked for bids on 60 
freighters. Kaiser still had no experience 
in shipbuilding, but he and Reilly told the 
British, ‘““Your whole order or nothing.” Be- 

re answering, the British Purchasing Com- 

ission conscientiously inspected ship yards 
on the Atlantic and Pacific Coast for three 
weeks, The newcomers got the whole or- 
der, and a few weeks later our Government 
ordered from them 200 “ugly ducklings,” 
and a few months later 212 additional emer- 
gency vessels. , 


Team of Know-How Men 
Seize Their Opportunity. 
With these tremendous orders, Kaiser and. 

his associates were in a position to apply 
mass production methods to a massive prod- 
uct. Reilly and Newell had the “know-how” 
of way and ship construction; Kaiser and his 
dam building associates looked upon the con- 
tracts as just another construction job on 
which new methods could be tried out. 

Kaiser was invaluable to the combination 
because of his political and govern.nental 
know-how as well as his engineering experi- 
ence. He hired Thomas G. Corcoran, then « 
White House intimate, to be his Washington 
agent. Corcoran'’s work in the Reconstruc- 
tion Finance Corporation had given him an 
insider’s view of the ways billions of Gov- 
ernment funds are lent to holders of Gov- 
ernment contracts. 

The retaining of Corcoran was an example 
of Kaiser’s technique of hiring men who can 
get the job done. Kaiser has been described 
as ‘“‘Napoleonic,” and “ruthless.” He began 
his big time career in the gravel and road 
building businesses, contracts for which are 
fsually handled by politicians. So when he 
and his associates needed loans and other 
Governmental aids from Washington, he 
hired the man who had the reputation for 
knowing his way around in the Roosevelt 
administration. 

Before enactment of the Wagner Labor 
Relations Act, Kaiser had been a bitter anti- 
trade union employer. This law and his sub- 
sequent experience made him a strong sup- 
porter of organized labor. Now he will not 
start a project unless he has agreements 
with local and national unions. He has lost 
only a fraction of a day through a strike. 


Works With Training Schools 
To Get Enough Skilled Labor.

When the approved flax 
fibers were ready, this country, 580 
anxious to do a meticulous and orderly 
job, held a contest to find out who was 
the best rope maker in the country. 

Eventually the best soil, the best flax 
grower, the best flax and the best rope 
maker produced the rope and active 
preparations were under way to hang 
the felon. Then it was discovered that 
the felon had died of old age. 

Recently, three eminent and meticu- 
lous key Federal officials asked Congress 
for authority to use silver bullion to 
replace copper in the construction of 
plants to make butadiene from alcohol 
as a preliminary in the production of 
synthetic rubber. 

The rubber shortage has been en- 
visaged for months. An alcohol short- 
age was recognized at least as early 
es last fall.

excise taxes. Even if these are accepted in full, the

Therefore, Chairman Doughton is reported to have 
notified the administration that the committee can- 
not write a bill that will bring in the money re- 
quired without including a sales tax. J 

We have always opposed the sales tax, because 
it bears: more heavily on the poor than on the rich, 
and so it violates the classic principle of fair taxa- 
tion, ability to pay. It is true that in this war 
crisis, the Government needs unprecedented sums 
of money, and it is necessary to curb buying power 
as a means of averting inflation. But has the com- 
mittee exhausted every other possibility, so that a 
sales tax is the only remaining plan for meeting 


‘the requirements? 


The committee has not exhausted every other pos- 
sibility. Instead, it has cut and hacked the Treasury 
program, which would have raised the money needed, 
so that now the bill is at least two billions short. 
Instead of the carefully studied and scientific bill 


submitted by the Treasury last March 3, it has pre- 


pared a most unsatisfactory measure, and now pro- 
poses to pile a sales tax on top of it. 

Consider some details of the committee bill as 
contrasted with the Treasury program: 

The committee approved an excess profit tax run- 
ning up to 94 per cent, as compared with the present 
60 per cent limit, But it manipulated the Treasury 
schedules so that the revenue will fall some 
$420,000,000 below the Treasury estimates. 

It approved a combined normal and surtax rate 
for corporations totaling 40 per cent, while the Treas- 
ury asked for 55 per cent. This reduced the ex- 
pected yields about $270,000,000. 

The Treasury urged elimination of the tax-exemp- 
tion privilege On public securities, for an estimated 
$200,000,000 increase in revenue. “The holders of 
tax-exempt securities are obtaining what are essen- 
tially windfall profits in a time of national sacrifice,” 
Secretary Morgenthau said. The committee refused 
to remove the exemption on either outstanding or 
future issues. 

The Treasury urged eliminating or modifying de- 
pletion allowances granted oil, gas and mineral con- 
cerns. It estimated abolition of this specia] tax 
privilege would yield $80,000,000 in new revenue. 
The committee rejected the proposal. 

The Treasury suggested increases in gift and 
estate taxes that would produce an additional $330,- 
000,000. This was not approved by the committee. 

The Treasury called for compulsory joint income 
tax returns of husband and wife, thus adding $300,- 
000,000 to revenues. This was approved by the com- 
mittee, but a vigorous fight against the proposal is | 
already being organized in the House.

When it reached personal income taxes, the com- 
mittee put on the strangest performance of all. 
It actually increased the Treasury schedules for some 
of the lowest income groups, which have never been 
taxed before, and it cut down the Treasury sched- 
ules for all middle and high-income groups. And 
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There is also no excuse, considering the 
wartime necessities, for reducing the increases pro- 


posed by the Treasury for the middle and upper |

But the 
reductions for the middle and upper brackets, cer- 
tainly the best able to bear the wartime burdens, are 
carried out in every category. 

The committee thus opens itself to the charge of 
“soaking the poor” and letting the rich off easier 
than the Treasury's carefully drawn schedule pro- 
vided. It opens itself also to the charge of thinking 
about its members’ own tax bills, for both single 
and m persons with incomes of $10,000—the 
amount of a Congressman’s salary—would save $500 
a year under the committee plan as contrasted with 
the Treasury plan. 


These charges will doubtless be made in the out- 
burst of public indignation that is sure to follow the 
committee’s confession of failure. But it would be 
unfortunate to lose sight of the main point—that if 
the committee fails, it Will open the door to the 
burdensome, inequitable and administratively costly 
sales tax. 

The provisions for such a sales tax are already 
being discussed in the committee, it is reported. The 
tax would begin at 2 per cent on necessities and 
range up to 10 per cent on luxuries, for an average 
of 6 per cent, to yield about two and a half billions. 
Since most states already have a sales tax, what this 
Federal levy would do to the budget of low-paid wage 
earners can readily be imagined. And meanwhile, 
the Treasury tax proposals for better-paid workers 
and persons of large income are materially reduced. 

On this showing, the House committee is guilty 
of inexcusably fumbling the whole tax problem. It 
has been unfair in increasing the burden on the 
lower brackets above the Treasury figures, and it is 
unrealistic in reducing the tax on other income 
groups. The committee is also guilty of delaying 
adoption of this vital war finance program, for, as 
a result of the )bill’s three months in committee,

They are the German Army's 
communications operators — tele- 
phone, wireless, telewriter, tele- 
graph. 


The Army’s ‘Blitzmaedel.’ 
Popularly known as “blitzmae- 
del” (lightning maidens), they. es- 
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tablish the telephone connectfons 
between staff headquarters and 
numerous sub-divisions of the 
armed forces, and transmit impor- 
tant military messages to distant 
posts. Greatest secrets of state 
are entrusted to them. 

Just how many such blitzmae- 
dels are in the High Command's 
services is not revealed. The 
Frankfurter Zeitung, however, 
speaks of “thousands.” 

The ages are 18’ to 35 or, in ex- 
ceptional cases, 40. 

Rather than work in a muni- 
tions plant or look after the ba- 
bies of an overworked farmer's 
wife, these girls chose’ a career 
which, while it may be connected 
with hardships and demands an 
unusually strong sense of respon- 
sibility, nevertheless takes them to 
foreign lands, gives them an op- 
portunity to see war at close 
range, and enables them to meet 
young officers who may some day 
become their husbands.

went on in St, Nazaire after the 
Commando raids, and the blood 
baths that have taken place in Hol- 
land, Belgium, Yugoslavia and 
Norway all seem to cry out for re- 
taliation. Yet even they appear 
mild in comparison with Ger- 
many’s official brutality in Poland 
and the Ukraine. 

Long-Range Technique. 

Less dramatic, but in the Jong 
run even deadlier to the countries 
concerned, has been Germany’s 
complete disregard for the rules of 
war in manhandling civilian popu- 
lations of occupied countries. 


Although the Germans may plead 
military necessity, their detention 
of 1,241,000 Frenchmen as prison- 
ers of war has the gravest social 
implications. It is deliberately de- 
signed to annihilate the French 
birth rate and to maintain a gen- 
eral state of despondency and de- 
featism in the entire population.

Powers Greatest in U. 5. History 


Executive in Closest Touch With World-Wide 
‘ Operations—Has Better Military ‘ Back- 
ground Than His Predecessors.

He has shown much of Lincoln’s 
boldness and aggressiveness &nd 
willingness to assume responsbility. 
Like Wilson, he has made“himself 
the spokesman of the democratic 
cause, has acquired enormous in- 
fluence among the allied peoples. 

No other President has had to 
Wage war on s0 vast a scale. His 
task is to win a global war, fight- 
ing on all the seas and continents, 
mobilizing the economic resources 
of the nation as they have never 
been mobilized before, controlling 
public opinion here and abroad on 
an unprecedented scale, a_ task 
made possible and necessary by the 
modern development of communi- 
cations, 

His powers are more extensive 
than those of any other war Presi- 
dent. His authority over American 
military and naval operations is 
supreme. The Army’s Chief of 
Staff and the Navy’s Commander- 
in-Chief are in effect only his pro- 
fessional advisers; he appoints 
them, and they cannot even resign 
without his permission. While this 
power of the wartime executive is 
generally thought of as exercised 
primarily in the field of general 
strategy, he can dictate specific 
military operations if he wishes 
and can even command the troops 
in the field if he sees fit. 

This power of a civilian to con- 
trol military operations sometimes 


appears incongruous to observers, 


but eminent authorities have in- 
sisted that it was wise and neces- 


sary. 
Complex Position. 

President Roosevelt’s position as 
Commander-in-Chief is more com- 
plex than that of any of the other 
war Presidents. With simulta- 
neous, world-wide operations of the 
Army, the Navy and the forces of 
the United Nations in. progress, 
questions of general strategy are 
numerous ahd recurring. Where 
great issues arise, all final deci- 
sions must be left up to him. 

While the extent to which he is 
participating in military planning 
is necessarily a military secret, it 
is known that he holds almost 
daily conferences with the Army 
and Navy top command, has week- 
ly meetings at the White House of 
the Pacific War Council and reads 
literally bales of war and Navy De- 
partment dispatches. Those who 
know him say that he keeps mi- 
nutely informed as to all military 
and naval operations.

Takes Job in His Stride. 

The President is taking his enor- 
mous responsibilities in his stride 
—being as buoyant, jovial and ro- 
bust-looking as ever. Whatever 
great task he has to perform, he 
appears to regard it as a game, 
plunges in with zest, and no mat- 
ter how long his hours or how con- 
finimg his work, he never loses the 
appearance of nonchalance, the air 
of being master of the situation. 

The White House, nevertheless, 
is more a military headquarters 
than it was in the easy days of 
peace, when hordes of tourists 
sauntered through the grounds, 
end scores of rather minor poli- 
ticians paid visits to “the chief.” 
Now sentry boxes ring the grounds, 
and sentries are on duty every few 
paces. Getting inside the White 
House is a complicated process for 
the legitimate visitors. Once with- 
in, one is watched from every side 
by secret service men, Somewhere 
in the mansion there is a com- 
munications room, where Army and 
Navy officers handle dispatches 
for the chief executive, 

The President works until 6 
p. m., instead of knocking off at 5 
and taking a swim as he used to 
do. Swims are few and far be- 
tween these days. Yet, the Presi- 
dent insists he is not overburdened, 
telling friends that the war has 
actually lightened his duties since 
he has now delegated so large a 
share of his powers. 

Good War Background. 

Roosevelt assumed the role of. 
War President with a far better 
military background than that of 
any of his predecessors. He has 
been a student of naval warfare 
since boyhood. He is well-schooled 
in the works of Mahan, the Navy’s 
classical strategic authority. He 
knows warships like a shipbuilder. 

During the World War he wrote 
articles on naval tactics, outlining 
plans for defense of the coasts. 
As Assistant Secretary of the Navy, 
he was responsible for strengthen- 
ing the Navy in/its weakest spot— 
its shore establishments. 

It was then that he first re- 
vealed his capacity for bold, ag- 
gressive action, a willingness to 
assume responsibility for meas 
ures of doubtful legality which he 
deemed necessary for the national 
safety. He himself has said that 
he broke enough laws during that 
war to send him to jail for 999

So I turned into Gogol Boule- 
vard, which is a part of Moscow’s 
great inner boulevard. One saun- 
tering up. this boulevard past 
empty benches sees a Moscow vir- 
tually as noiseless as a cloister.

With the accentuation of the im- 
portance of Europe stamped on 
our childish minds by history and 
geography lessons mainly dealing 
with the countries whence our an- 
cestors originated, Asia and the 
Pacific were comparatively ignored 
in our textbooks. Consequently, we 
erroneously accepted the idea of 
the greatness of Europe as apply- 
ing also to its area... . Let us 
take a globe map and refresh our 
geography. 

First of all, one could put the 
whole Atlantic Ocean between 
Pearl Harbor and San Francisco 
and still have the main Pacific 
Ocean left over. Suppose a ma- 
gician could blow up all of Europe 
including Russia and let the pieces 
fall into the Pacific Ocean—they 
would not take as much area as 
the islands already in the Pacific. 
Now place a map of Alaska on 
a map of the United States drawn 
to the same scale — and Alaska 
would touch the Atlantic and Pa- 
cific oceans, Canada and Mexico. 
This all means that in considering 
a Pacific offensive a totally differ- 
ent yardstick of measurement 
must be used, 


Keystone to Victory. 

I have always maintained that 
Alaska is the keystone of our vic- 
tory in the Pacific; so now, I 
would like to clarify my statement 
as well as add a few notions to the 
statements of Maj. M. Wheeler- 
Nicholson. 

It has been adduced that Alaska 
is like Norway, and as Norway was 
invaded and used against Eng- 


-land, Alaska could be invaded and 


used against the United States. 
Here the yardstick comes in point. 
It would be like saying a mouse 
is like an elephant because both 
have four feet. The analogy is 
physiographic, not realistic. Nor- 
way has several million people as 
well as good roads and transpor- 
tation facilities. Alaska has vast 
uninhabited areas, very few roads, 
nothing but localized transporta- 
tion facilities, and only about 75,- 
000 people, most of whom live in 
Southeastern Alaskan towns that 
are practically long-distance sub- 
urbs of Seattle. Alaska in spite 
of its 590,000 square miles—10 times 
the area of New York State—is 
virtually an island, as it can be 
served only by boat or airplane. 
Alaska cannot be defended in 
the ordinary technique used for 
populous areas. It is too vast. A 
few hornets’ nests are adequate. 
- - Alaska has some very ex- 
cellent hornets’ nests, some com- 
plete, others nearly so, but all 
sufficient for the job in hand. Let 
me repeat here a reasonably estab- 
lished axiom: “Whoever is in 
Alaska first has it.” Our armed 
forces are definitely there, and def- 
initely are in control of the present 
situation, as well as prepared for 
any possible emergency that may 
arise, 


Easier to Defend. 

The vastness of the territory, the 
ruggedness of the mountainous ter- 
rain, especially the sea approaches 
of the Gulf of Alaska, and par- 
ticularly the prevailing winds, fogs, 
rains and general bad weather of 
the Aleutian Islands, make Alaska 
more easily defended than at- 
tacked. The great distance of 
Alaska from the United States 
would be against an invader. The 
practical impossibility of mecha- 
nized follow-up into the interior of 
initial successes along the coast, 
as well. as the lack of available 
local food supplies to support an 
invading army, would make an in- 
vasion hazardous. | 

At the very best, Japan could 
only hope to seize some coastal 
areas of Alaska, more to keep us 
from using these bases against 
them,. than to enable them to use 
them effectively against us. Also, 
they would be far from their own 
supply lines, and would be at the 
mercy of constant and sustained 
attack from what I eventually ex-

The Government, which has done 
much to facilitate suburban build- 
ing, and comparatively little for 
central city areas, may now have 
to help in arresting the decline of 
central-area values, to stop de- 
terioration and arrest population 
losses. 

Inadequate Train Service. 

“When we come to consider the 
tire-gasoline situation here, the 
lack of suburban train service is 
seen to be serious. Such service as 
Chicago, Boston and Detroit are 
getting, which the Frisco, Wabash 
and Missouri Pacific railroads 
could give here, does not now 
exist, and community pleas thus 
far have had no effect. 

“Detroit has air-conditioned sub- 
urban trains. Chicago suburban 
stations have been equipped with 
bicycle racks. Here, the suburban 
regions which the railroads might 
serve have no adequate street car 
or bus facilities. The present tend- 
ency is toward severe restrictions 
on suburan living. 

“It is true that many families 
are going on as if lack of tires 
would not continue long, and as if 
rationing were an empty. threat. 
I have noticed the same feeling, as 
to tires, even in the East. People 
do not believe they will have to 
do without tires indefinitely. They 
have confidence in American in- 
dustry to solve the problem, per- 
haps forgetting that the demands 
of all-out war for rubber may 
grow faster than any possible in- 
crease of production. 

“In the East, those who can get 
gasoline continue to use it, though 
they are thus bringing the end of 
their tires nearer, and traffic has 
not fallen off so greatly as might 
be supposed. er 

Rents and Realty Values. 

“In thig and other central com- 
munities, with rent restriction in 
early prospect, realty values are 
frozen for the time being, and the 
speculation is being rapidly taken 
out of real estate. In some places, 
Government demand for land for 
defense plant sites, or the possi- 
bility of such demand, is still a 
factor. 

“The St. Louis City Plan Com- 
mission has looked forward for 
years to the time when the city’s 
central areas can be rebuilt, The 
matter has been long studied. 

“The Commission’s urban land 
program is now being seriously 
considered as a post-war program. 
There is much reason to believe 
that recentralization, the rebuild- 
ing of central areas, with stand- 
ards of light, air and open spaces, 
will be a major task of future 
years. 


“Single. tmafagement of large 
areas, to torsdttn decay from in- 
dividual neglect of property, is like- 
ly to be put in practice much more 
widely. Thus far, aerial warfare 
has not entered into our planning; 
but it is not likely to be left wholly 
out of consideration in futire. Pos- 
sibility of aerial bombing em- 
phasizes the need of cities for fre- 
quent large open spaces.” 

Bartholomew, who is engaged in 
a large defense housing work for 
the Government in the Norfolk 
area of the Virginia coast, and has 
lately visited several eastern cities, 
said he had seen evidence of more 
use of the staggered hour system 
elsewhere than in St. Louis. The 
plan has been generally accepted 
in the cities he has observed, and 
has proven of value in meeting the 
transportation problem, the city 
jlanner said. 

Rising Transportation Demand. 

An officer of the Public Service 
Co., operating St. Louis street car 
and bus lines, said that the tire 
situation, actual and threatened, 
was causing a gradual increase in 
demand for ‘mass transportation, 
but that it had not been possible 
to determine the rate of increase 


per cent above those of a year be- 
fore. For May, incomplete figures 
have indicated that this rate of 
increase grew to 30 per cent or 
more. 

The company, the officer said, 
can handle an increase of 25 to 
35 per cent over its present busi- 
ness with its present equipment, 
but will need further co-operation 
in the form of hour-staggering by 
business houses. 

Realty dealers, and the Real Es- 
tate Exchange, are observing the 
effect of the tire situation on sub- 
urban values, but no official con- 
clusion has been reached, and in- 


ment. However, it does not seem 
that any general city-ward trend 
has appeared—this, some say, be- 
cause the city’s housing is already 
well filled, 


Motor fuel tax net receipts for 
April,’ 1942, in Missouri, were 7.38 
per cent less than in April, 1941, 
according to a statistical summary 
covering 29 states, issued by the 
Public Roads Administration, Fed- 
eral Works “Agency, The decrease 
for the 29 states was 3. 76 per 
cent. Florida and Idaho showed} 
decreases of 19 and 16.4 per cent 
respectively. Illinois had a 2.26 per 
cent decrease, States showing in- 
creases were Iowa, 6.38 per cent; 
Maryland, 3.74 per cent; Vermont, 
51 of 1 per cent; and Minnesota, 
32.96 per cent; the Minnesota in- 
crease, however, was due largely 
to an increase in the gasoline 
tax rate. ' 


Effect in Rationed Cities. 


Post-Dispatch correspondents in 
Philadelphia and Boston have fur- 
nished accounts of the new trans- 
portation conditions in those cities, 
the result of gasoline rationing 
and tire restrictions. 

Both cities have extensive sub- 
urban train service. In Philadel- 
phia 30,000 commuters daily ride 
suburan traing of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad to and from their homes. 
Boston, the center of a suburban 
area more populous than the city 
itself, is similarly served by three 
large railroads, and its local trans- 
portation systems reach all parts 
of its closely-built metropolitan 
area. 


In the first week of gasoline ra- 
tioning, May 15-21 inclusive, the 
Philadelphia Transportation Co., 
operating street cars and busses, 
increased its passenger business 
4.3 per cent over the week before. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad, which 
has reported a $2 per cent growth 
of its passenger business and a 20 
per. cent increase in Philadelphia 
commuter business in the last year, 
has reported no large further gains 
thus far in the rationing period. 

In both the Philadelphia and 
Boston areas, the bicycle use has 
become so common that bicycle 
racks are now provided by the rail 
lines at suburban stations. 

Demand for Buggies. 

Gentlemen farmers of Chester 
County, west of Philadelphia, have 
been breaking hunting horses to 
harness, while buggies are in great 
demand. Philadelphia social par- 
ties now begin at 7:30 p. m, and 
end y midnight, so that guests may 
take suburban trains at 12:30 a, m. 
Restaurants and night clubs re- 
port some loss of business, but 
chiefly a change from customers 
living at a distance to those 
near by. 

Effect of the new conditions on 
the Philadelphia real estate market 
has been slight so far, according 
to Arthur W. Binns, president of 
the Real Estate Board. He said 
the chief complaint had been, not 
of the effect of urban migration, 
but of the lack of gasoline for au- 
tomobiles of realty salesman. “Our 
salesmen tell people now,” he said, 
“that they will be glad to show 
houses or apartments, provided 
the prospect can furnish the car.” 

Suburban residents are not mov- 
ing back into Philadelphia in any 
large number, Binns said, but a 
tendency to move from outlying 
locations to suburban centers is 
beginning to appear. Thus, a per- 
son residing 10 miles from Haver- 
ford and commuting thence into 
Philadelphia will move, not to 
Philadelphia, but to Haverford. 

Boston, densely built, is develop- 
ing a housing shortage, with an 
apartment vacancy figure of 3.5 
per cent, falling toward 1.7 per 
cent, which is the index figure of 
an acute shortage. 

To meet the cross-travel demands 
of a horde of war workers, Boston 
transportation lines worked out a 
staggered schedule, which includ- 
ed rearranging the opening hours 
of several high schools. Govern- 
ment and defense plants have in-

Among those who have watched 
the experiment in socialized farm- 
ing’ there is sharp division of 
opinion. Friends of LaForge are 


discouraged and disappointed. They 


feel the anouncement of the plan 
to sell the farms to the families 
on the project is premature and 
means abandonment of the re 
habilitation plan and loss of gains 
that have been made. Enemies of 
LaForge hail the announcement 
as evidence that the New Deal ex- 
periment in Missouri has failed, as 
they predicted, and are giad of it. 
The question whether the project 
has failed must be answered in 
terms of the purpose for which it 
was created. LaForge was set up 
in Southeast Missouri to show 
whether average sharecropper fam- 
ilies might be rehabilitated under 
controlled conditions. It was rec- 
ognized at the beginning that it 
would take: years. In the fourth 
year of the colony’s operation less 
than one-third of the 100 families 
are regarded as having been re- 
habilitated to the point of being 
ready for farm ownership and cap- 
able of self-management. The 
question whether the others, over 
a longer period, can be brought to 
that level, will not be answered if 
the effort is abandoned. 

Spirit of Unity Weakens. 
Before the eviction of Isham 
Puckett from one of the LaForge 
farms it was apparent that the 
unity that had been strong at the 
beginning was breaking down 
to some extent because of dis- 
parity in the qualifications of the 
families, 
lected on a qualitative basis. 
They were “mine-run” families 
who had been tenants and share 
croppers on the 6700 acres pur- 
chased by the Government for 
the experiment. But in spite of 
inevitable disparities they at first 
pulled well together in the co-op- 
erative agencies that were set up— 
the community store, cotton gin 
and marketing arrangements—sur- 
rendering the individualism which 
they had always exercised and 
jealously guarded.

After the launching, which 
frees the ways, the finishing touch- 
es are applied while the ship is in 
the water. 


The tempo was increased as the 
workers and materials became 
more rhythmic.

This is not merely a mat- 
ter of giving orders to a mining 
syndicate with ‘offices in Madrid. 
The ore must, in a sense, be pros- 
pected in the field. When the ore 
is out of the ground, the buyer 
must personally make sure that 
the tonnage he has bought reaches 
a port of embarkation. 

Money, of course, is not a weapon 
in this kind of economic warfare. 
The BEW must be prepared to 
offer in payment goods. that the 
Spanish are direly in need of. Oil 
is one commodity that can be sent 
to Spain in return for tungsten. 
But here another responsibility 
falls on the board. Experts in the 
intelligence division must make 
sure that Spain gets oil for her 
own minimum needs but not quan- 
tities sufficient to-enable the Nazis 
to siphon off a part of this life 
blood of industry. 

Money, even American money, 
has lost its power in world trade. 
That fact shocks orthodox free 
traders who fear that the barter 
pattern will be so firmly estab- 
lished during the war that free 
trade on the old terms will never 
again be possible. It is one of 
Perkins’ adyantages that in his 
thinking he has tried to keep his 


Mind free.of limiting prejudices. 


He knows that the world after

Pe ’ Story.

WITH THE BRITISH FORCES 
IN LIBYA, June 6 (AP).—A strong 
German rading party of 25 tanks 
with a.screen of armored cars, 
storm guns and other support, 
lunged 20 miles east of the main 
battle area last night in an attempt 
to disrupt British communications.

“chased by German tanks” which 
appeared suddenly as if out of no- 
where. 

- Patches of Dancing Fiames. 

The night was falling and the 
desert west of us became alive 
with patches of dancing flames. 
They were small gasoline dumps 
fired to keep them from falling to 
the enemy. 3 

Soon flashes of gunfire could be 
seen, still far away but coming 
nearer. They were from German 
tanks being engaged by the with- 
drawing armored Cars. 

We were almost surrounded by 
minefields or other obstacles, Our 
only way out of the pocket we had 
selected as a camp was by follow- 
ing a.line at right angles to the 
course which the battle was taking. 

We decided to leave. The Axis 
is fond of capttring correspondents 
and already has nine in the bag. 

We started out by car across the 
bumpy desert floor, keeping to our 
line by compass. It was pitch dark 
and we could risk no lights.

Is- 
lands in mid-Pacific and thence 
northward almost to the tip of 
Kamchatka, Japan, sitll finds itself 
confronted by gathering United 
Nations’ forces in the great conti- 
nental areas of India and Australia, 
by unbeaten Chinese armies and 
guerrilla fighters and by the ever 
present Soviet threat in the north. 

Invasion Not Attempted. 

Despite panicky speculation, Ja-

I: IS customary upon an occasion of this kind to congratulate the 


It is customary also to congratulate those parents and relatives 
who have sacrificed, in so many ways, that young men and women 
might walk in the bright beam of education. The graduate is told 
that while the adventure of life is a challenging one, if he works, if 


he speaks the truth quietly and clearly, he may hope for his share of 


personal happiness. 

To the graduates of 1942, this 
sacrifice and this challenge are a 
pale prelude to the demands of a 
world at war. Instead of job 
seekers or home makers, you sud- 
denly have become defenders of a 
familiar way of life, of an ideology, 
a religion and of a nation, You 
have been taught to build. Now 


jyou must learn to destroy! 


This transition will not be an 
easy one, A democracy is reason- 
ably gentle, reasonably patient and 
reasonably honest. And democracy 
makes of us a reasonably pacific 
people, assisting the ever-moving 
process of civilization in submerg- 
ing our instincts for war and ag- 
gression. We are not a nation of 
haters and we are not in the habit 
of thinking in terms of violence. 


Not Equipped for Violence. 


Besides, we are not a people nor- 
mally equipped for physical vio- 
lence. Our athletic programs have 
developed mental] alertness, agility, 
initiative and a competitive sports 
spirit possibly superior to that of 
our enemies, Dr. Morris Fishbein, 
editor of the American Medical As- 
sociation Journal, recently said 
that American youths are superior 
in strength to those of the Axis 
powers. I have no reason to doubt 
this, but I feel that such a favor- 
able comparison came about 
through use of a peacetime meas- 
uring, stick. Men whose natural 
physica] resources have been aug- 
mented by long pre-war prepara- 
tion certainly are stronger soldiers 
and better soldiers than those with 
superior physical gifts.Wwho have 
known only civilian life, 

Our enemies have the benefit not 
only of this physical preparation 
but a mental one as well. They 
are steeped in a nationalistic and 
fanatical flame that makes execu- 
ruthless methods of 
total warfare a natural and desir- 
able objective. In sports, no mat- 


& /ter how alert, agile and clever an 


athlete may be, he invariably will 
be defeated by an opponent only 
slightly less skillful and less imag- 
inative, who has a superiority in 
strength and endurance and a will 
— a cold-blooded will — which 
thrusts aside all rules to win. So 
it is in war! 


Toughening the Mind. 

Today, the young men of our 
country who enter combat service 
face the problem of toughening up, 
not only the body, but also the 
mind. Our military authorities 


must indoctrinate soldiers and sail- 
ors into purposeful wartime think- 
ing, as well as train their bodies 
for the realities of war. To achieve 
ge there should be .on ‘the part 
every young man a thorough fa- 
miliarity with bruising body con- 
tact. This body contact is impera- 
tive. It accustoms the man's head, 
torso and legs to the shock of phy- 
sical collision and, by repetitious 
experiences, adjusts his mind to ac- 
ceptance of these shocks. 
Contrary to popular belief, the 
majority of young Americans are 
not by nature and inclination a 
part of what we might call the 
body contact group. Approximate- 
ly only 20 per cent would qualify. 
Now this body contact group en- 
joys the smash and clash of driv- 
ing bodies. Its members play foot- 
ball; they box or wrestle; they 
play hockey or soccer or partici- 
pate in other spores where op- 
ponents come together in physical 
violence. If they lack the good 
fortune of growing up under a 
municipal or school sports pro- 
gram, if they miss the opportunity 
of entering this supervised sports 
field, with its emphasis on indi- 
vidual emotional restraint, these 
youths often select for an outlet, 
street fighting or gutter brawling. 


Non-Contact Group. 

The remaining 80 per cent of our 
young men might be classed as 
members of the non-body contact 
group, a group which doesn’t en- 
joy the clash of bodies; These fel- 
lows play baseball, tennis or golf. 
They might perform on swimming 
or track teams. Perhaps they don’t 
care at all for sports and avoid 
exercise in any form. Regardless, 
they represent four-fifths of our 
nation’s youth. It is this group in 
particular which in wartime faces 
a severe fracture of peacetime 
habits and peacetime thinking. 

Remember, this like or dislike 
for body contact has nothing to do 
with courage. Courage is a mys- 


terious quality, touching at times/ 


the strong and the weak, the rich 
and the poor, the wise and the 
fools in a bewildering method of 
selection. While the body contact

“One of the first things you 
will learn in the Army is prompt- 
ness,” he explained.

Next will come a thorough 
physical examination by an Army 
physician. Then there will be fur- 
ther hurdles at Omaha, Neb., and 
at Washington, D. C. And finally 
for those who pass all the tests 
and meet all qualifications, there 
will be officer training school. But 
to those of you whose grades do 
not quite measure up on_this first 
test, to those of you who only 
place or show, as they say at the 
race track, I want to say that in 
all probability you will be given 
chance. Your records will be kept 
and it is said now that once the 
WAAC gets under way, officers 
will come from the ranks.” 

After 40 minutes—time con- 
sumed in instruction, a 10-minute 
practice test, and the issuing of 
supplies—the girls got down to 
proving their intelligence on paper. 
The test proper began at 9:40. For 
one hot hour 22 young women 
worked diligently and determinedly. 
At 10:40 on the dot ‘time was up.

Before handing out the slips, Col.

Only by facial expressions 
was it possible to guess who made 
the grade and who didn’t. 

Of the 22 young women, 16 were 
requested to report for their sec- 
ond hurdle. 

“There were six failures,” said 
Col. Frakes, “hut who they were is 
a military secret. It’s up to them 
to tell it if they want to. If they 
don’t want to, it’s strictly between 
them, their God and their govern- 
ment.” 

Of approximately 575 women be- 
tween the ages of 21 and 44 who 
made application in the St. Louis 
area for enlistment as officer canr 
didates for the WAAC, only about 
200 returned application blanks. Of 
this 200, about ‘75 were rejected be- 
cause their application forms re- 
vealed that they did not measure 
up to required qualifications. Fri- 
day’s class was the first group of 
the remaining 125 who will be ex- 
amined to take the initial basic in- 
telligence test. 

Of the 22 in the first group ex- 
amined, three women were mar- 
ried, four-engaged to men already 
in or expecting to soon go into the 
service. And of the entire group, 
by this reporter’s critical viewpoint, 
there were only one or two who 
could not be described as a poten- 
tial ornament to any man’s army. 
Some were very definitely on the 
pulchritudinous side. But whatever

: Developing Beauty

HE good figures and good looks of growh-up girls can be 
credited in large measure to a good diet in childhood and 

good health care during growing years. . 
Straight bones, strong muscles, good teeth and healthy 
gums, a sturdy body are promoted 
by. a balanced diet in childhood. 
Childhood growth and resistance to 
illness is also affected by the diet. 
Green and yellow vegetables, such 
as spinach and carrots, furnish iron 
for building blood and vitamins for 
growth and well-being. Milk fur- 
nishes the calcium needed by the 
bones and teeth. Cod liver oil is 
given from infancy, to insure the 
development of straight legs, a 

shapely chest and head. 

The child’s diet should include a 
| ra green leafy vegetable and another 
green or yellow vegetable such as carrots, every day. Add to 
the day’s menu a potato, one quart of milk, an egg, meat such 
as liver or steak or lamb chops. Also important are orange 
juice, and other fruits such as raw apples or apple sauce, 
prunes, bananas; there should be plenty of whole grain cereals, 


whole wheat bread and butter.

valescence. Here, on seyen-acre 
Neshobe, which he half-owns, and 
reputedly “wholly .buffaloes,” he 
has acquired a flock of fussy 
pigeons—the gift of a friend. 
Woollcott says-that when he gets 
around to it, he plang to have the 
birds trained to carry messages to 
the mainland—a half-mile away— 
because he learned the importance

last winter. That was when he 
keeled over with a heart attack, 
and an ambulance from Rutland 
was rushed across the ice to take 
him—“like Eliza on wheels’—to a 
hospital in Syracuse, N. XY. 


For the benefit of George Ber- 
nard Shaw, Gypsy’ Rose Lee, T. V. 
Soong and other pen pals of his 
voluminous correspondence list who 
may not have heard from him 
since his recent iliness,-it should be 
quickly reported that Woollcott is 
gradually regaining his gtrength— 
but he is not the fat boy of yore. 

“Call Ethel Barrymore when you 
get back to Boston,” he told me, 
“and tell her I'm as thin as Clifton 
Webb!” 

Miss Barrymore has an invita- 
tion to visit Neshobe when she can 
make it. Alfred Lunt and Lynn 
Fontanne, and Alice Duer Miller, 
the writer, and Dorothy Parker, 
stopped over recently—and Kath- 
arine Cornell is due from New 
York, 

But Woollcott, who always has 
been accustomed to a social life 
“that might seem exhausting to 
Catherine of Russia,” is looking 
forward to his real big-league sea- 
son, which always starts in the 
middle of June. 

That’s “the best Dutch treat in 
Vermont” — a co-operative, pay- 
your-own-freight vacation club 
with a membership of 10, among 
them Harpo Marx (and he always 
brings his harp), Beatrice Kauf- 
man, Neysa McMein, the illustra- 
tor, Alice Duer Miller, and Howard 
Dietz, movie publicity man.

HERE are many associate 

members, like Charles MacAr- 

thur, the writer, and his wife, 
Actress Helen Hayes, Moss Hart, 
Thornton Wilder, the Lunts and 
Ruth Gordon. Once Garbo planned 
a visit, but the dates got mixed or 
something. 

Woollcott, who speaks in anec- 
dotes most of the time, can reel off 
legends about most of his cronies. 
For instance: 

“One night, MacArthur came to 
the island unannounced. 

“He had four cheeses under his 
arms, a clarinet and a saxophone, 
and he went around to each win- 
dow yelling ‘Boo!’ only to discover 
that everybody had gone to New 
York.” 

“He stayed on for some time and 
when he was. lying on the boat 
dock and heard a girl’s voice from 
a nearby canoe saying, “That’s Irv- 
ing Berlin,’ he began singing ‘All 
Alone’ a little out of key. He soon 
had an audience of 75 canoes 
drawn from hotels on the main- 
land.” : 

Another time, Harpo Marx solved 
the problem of keeping canoeing 
picnickers away from the island 
by stripping down to his birthday 
suit and charging through the 
bushes to the waterfront, the while 
he waved his arms and yelled like 
a lunatic. 

“There was a whole fleet of ca- 
noes on the bank,” says Woollcott, 
“with enough deviled egg sand- 
wiches dnd other. freight aboard 
to sink a canal boat. When Harpo 
charged, there was a great floun- 
dering about. Half the picnic 
lunches were lost overboard, and 
the deviled eggs were floating in 
for weeks afterward.” 

Another time, Woollcott was 
standing on the island wharf, 
draped in a flowing bath towel and 
wearing a straw hat half as big as 
a wagon wheel, “Look,” came a 
voice from a canoe some distance 
away, “there’s Marie Dressler!” 

“It was the only time,” says Mr. 
W., “that I was mistaken for a 
movie star.” 

But Neshobe has sheltered in-

spiration as well as highjinks. Moss 
Hart wrote most of “The Great 
Waltz” while sitting in the sun on 
Woollcott’s wharf. Helen Hayes 
went rowing in the Neshobe skiff 
“Passion Flower’ one day, and 
memorized most of her part in 
“Twelfth Night.” And Woollcott 
says that one year there were five 
plays running simultaneously on 
Broadway that had either been 
written or rewritten the previous 
summer at his hangout. - 


The vacation club has a recrea- 
tion house alongside Woollcott’s 
own place — there are only two 
buildings on the little island—and 
there’s a badminton court and a 
croquet court among the trees 
nearby. 


But let’s hop a motorboat at the 
landing in Bomoseen and take a 
trip to the island. ,... 

Lake Bomoseen is nestled among 
the towering hills and in the dis- 
tance’ you can see Grandpa's 
Knob, topped by a gigantic wind- 


/ mill designed to furnish electric 


power some day to fry eggs for the 
housewives of Central Vermont. 


From the water, Neshobe is a 
wilderness of pine and elm and 
maple trees, and you see no signs 
of life, But. when the boat puts in 
at a little cove, you're almost 
knocked into the water by two jet- 
black dogs—a German shepherd, 
“Duchess,” and a French poodle 
which Woollcott named “Cocaud” 
in honor of the hostess of an eat- 
ing place in France he frequented 
during the first World War. 

You walk along a gravel path 
and up an incline for about 50 
yards, and presently you see the 
house of “The Tyrant of Neshobe” 
in a little clearing. It’s a low, 
rambling house of eight rooms— 
somewhat different fromthe 85- 
room building of a former social- 
istic community which wag the 
birthplace of Woollicott in Phalanx, 
N. J., in 1887, | 

His present house is built of 
stone with a red slate roof, and it 
was erected, stone upon stone, by 
Woollcott’s friend, confidant, grand 
vizier, pigeon-house-builder, radio- 
fixer, cocktail-mixer and able op- 
ponent at anything from gin rum- 
my to croquet—Joe Hennessy. 

Hennessy, a New Yorker who 
studied medicine, fought on the 
Mexican border and manned a 
machine gun in the World War, 
was running a bookshop in Man- 
hattan about 20 years ago. One 
day Woollcott came in with Edna 
Ferber (—I wanted to buy Edna a 
copy of “Little Women”)—and since 
then Woollcott and Hennessy have 
made quite a team. 2

“Uncle Tick-Tock” Woollcett — 
he also answers to “Puss,” “Wook- 
ie,” “Ducky Dee,” and “Old Love 
Lips”—is playing honeymoon bridge 
with another guest and looking 
pretty grouchy—(it develops that 
he is 32 bucks in the red at this 
moment.) .

OU wonder if the man with 
the horn-rimmed specs and the 
owl face will greet you with 
one of his famed dustoffs—‘“Hello, 
Repulsive!” or “I find you're be- 
ginning to disgust me—how about 
getting the hell out of here?”—but 
it seems those are reserved for 
extra special friends. : 

Instead, he flicks some cigarette 
ashes off his polka-dot dressing 
gown, and asks you.what you'll 
have to drink—and he’ll take. the 
same. 

Joe disappears and returns with 
a tall Tom Collins for you, but 
Woollcott, the one-time impresario 
of “The Thanatopais Inside 
Straight Club” of his New York 
newspapering days, rates only 
orange juice. 

Woolleott is fit to be tied about 
being “laid on the shelf for re- 
pairs” temporarily. It’s one of the 
few times he’s been out of circu- 
lation since he started shuffling 
for himself at the age of 14, on 
a career that has seen him in 
such lesser publicized jobs as bank 
clerk, canning factory operative, 
waiter and janitor. 

“I have at various times been a 
man with a hoe and a man with a 
napkin,” he relates. 

Woollcott gave up his newspaper 
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HORT STROLL ALONG THE GRAVEL PATH IN 
USE. THE BROAD-BRIMMED BLACK HAT ONCE BELONGED TO A 


job in New York to enlist for the 
first World War, and he started 
in a base hospital. Later he served 
as a reporter for the A. E. F. news- 
paper, “The Stars and Stripes.” 


Friends of Woollcott say he’s 
something of a Jekyll and Hyde—~ 
at times the nail-eater and wielder 
of the deadly phrase, and at other 
times a sentimental softie. 


This becomes apparent before 
you're finished soup with him at 
dinner. He'll belt along for awhile, 
referring to a lady of his acquaint- 
ance as “that Chicago puss” and 
adding, “I wonder what age she’s 
admitting this year?” And then 
he'll start talking about his teach- 
er in grade school in Kansas City 
“who still sends a bottle of whisky 
to the train whenever she hears 
that I’m passing through.” He’ll 
also tell you proudly that Harpo 
named his adopted youngster Billie 
Woollcott Marx, and then he'll 
wind up by saying, “Although I 
never married, I’ve got the great- 
est collection of godchildren you 
ever saw.” 


If you want to get him mad, tell 
him you understand the reason the 
New York Times changed him from 
reporter to dramatic critic was 
that he got the pants scooped off 
him on a number of big stories and 
that he didn’t like chasing around 
as a “leg man.” 

“That's the bunk,” he’ll snap. “T 
did get scooped pretty badly on 
the Rosenthal case, but that was 
because I was covering the story 
alone while the opposition had 
about eight men.” 

Woollcott was dramatic critic 
successively for the Times, the 
Herald and the old World (“I was

bought like a baseball player”) but 
he quit: attending first nights 
with the working press in ‘28 be- 
cause— 

“With morning papers going to 
press earlier and earlier and with 
the theatrical performances I was 
supposed to review being held 
later and later, I found myself 
being slowly squeezed to death be- 
tween the final curtain and the 
first edition!”

E SELDOM goes to first nights 
How, and while he never misses 

the Marx Brothers or a Charhe 
Chaplin’ film—“The Gold Rush” was 
dedicated to Woollcott—he says he 
doesn’t know much about the 
movies. But he showed me a home 
movie made right on the island, 
containing enough stars of stage 
and screen to make a theatrical 
publicity man tear his hair in envy. 

Woollcott says the dedication of 
the Chaplin film was one of the 
greatest honors of his life. The 
other two are Harpo’s naming his 
adopted youngster for Woollicott, 
and Thornton Wilder’s dedication 
of “Our Town” to him. Woolcott 
says the Wilder work is “the best 
American play.” 

In hig book-lined study, he sits 
in a red plush chair that was used 
in “The Man Who Came to Din- 
ner” and looks nostalgically at the 
portraits of stars of years ago — 
Mrs. Fiske, Maud Adams, Elsie 
Ferguson and many others. And 
over his bed there’s a three-sheet 
poster printed in Russian announc- 
ing an appearance of Harpo. 


On the table beside his bed rests 
a mystery story—a_ tasty little 
thing entitled “Blood on Her Shoe” 
by the author of “Who Killed Aunt 
Maggie?” Woolcott says he has 
to keep shopping around for good 
prospects for President Roosevelt's 
mystery shelf, for which he is 
“special counselor.” 

A native New Jerseyite, who has 
spent most of his life in New 


York, Woolcott now sports a bit. 


of Pennsylvania color in the form 
of a broad-brimmed black hat that 
once belonged to a Pennsylvania 
Dutchman. 

But he says he’s a Vermonter by 
choice. This is due, historically, to 
his pride in the fact that two of 
his ancestors fought with General 
Starke at the Battle of Benning- 
ton. And besides, being no slouch 
himself at understatement, Wooll- 
cott likes the Vermont humor as 
shown in one of his favorite stories 
about a chauffeur who lost his 
way in Green Mountains® 

“T want to go to Dorest,” said 
the chauffeur to a group of natives 
hanging around a country store. 

“Well, we’ve no objection,” one 
replied. -

WASHINGTON, June 6. 


IGEONS are elusive. Even the 
Prnait-comesticated birds feeding 

each day from the hand of 
man are difficult to catch, and will 
flutter away at the first untoward 
movement. But when the quarry 
ig a courier pigeon, carrying docu- 
‘ments and messages between the 
Gestapo and German spies in the 
United States, then indeed, capture 
is a Herculean task. And the 
pigeon sought by agents of the 
federal Bureau of Investigation, 
although human and in the pay of 
the Nazi Government, also had 
wings. 


The FBI was well aware of the 
activities of Siegler, Stigler and 
Strunck. Erwin Wilhelm Siegler 
and Franz Joseph Stigler were 
crew members on the S. S. Amer- 
ica, both naturalized citizens of 
German birth who were repaying 
the privileges of American citi- 
zenship by serving as couriers be- 


tween a spy ring in the United — 


States and their Nazi masters. On 
arrival at a foreign port after 
leaving the United States they 
would dispatch their treacherous 
messages to Germany; returning to 
this country they could convey in- 
formation entrusted to them for 
delivery without detection, they 
thought. 


Erich Strunck had been a sea- 
man on the United States Lines 
since his arrival in the United 
States. He also was a German- 
born, naturalized citizen. . When 
one of his ships sailed to Eufopean 
ports he carried messages and doc- 
uments supplied by German agents 
skulking here, to darkly hidden 
members of the Nazi espionage 
system in neutral ports abroad. 
Tiring of his routine duties, it was 
learned, he had proposed to con- 
fiscate the diplomatic pouch of a 
British officer scheduled to sail 
aboard his vessel and to dispose 
of the officer by the simple and di- 
rect method of pushing him over- 
board. Strunck was a man to be 
watched—and he was. 

Yes, the FBI knew Siegler, Stig- 
ler and Strunck. Each movement 
here and abroad was observed, 
each message they delivered was 
intercepted, But the pigeons 
weren't all in the nest. The inves- 
tigators knew that some foreign 
messages ‘in their hands had 
not been transmitted by the three 
known couriers or by way of the 
short-wave radio that was operat- 
ed under supervision of the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation un- 
beknown to the Gestapo. A fourth 
and fearfully elusive pigeon was 
untrapped. 

Until his capture a formidable, 
expertly trained group of spies’ 
must be left unmolested, permitted 
to continue their nefarious activi- 
ties, not suspecting that they were 
under constant surveillance by 
agents of the FBI. If: single ar- 
rests were made before an en- 
tire group were taken into custody, 
it would be simple for the enemy, 
thus warned, to substitute agents 
and continue operations with un- 
detected associates. But when 
placed under strict surveillance, a 
foreign agent becomes a valuable 
source of information. That’s how 
“The Pigeon” -was caught. 

If an example is needed to dem- 
onstrate the patience of the FBI, 
it can be told that Strunck in 
March of 1941 was seized by 
United States customs officers 
when he attempted to smuggle 
Reich bonds valued at 15,000 marks 
aboard his ship for transfer to 
Berlin from a German money 
broker in New York City. He had 
been under FBY scrutiny for 
months as a Nazi courier. He was 
released from custody. Shortly 
thereafter the suspicions of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation 
were confirmed when a radio mes- 
sage from Germany was intercept- 
ed admonishing him more effec- 
tively to conceal material. 


So Strunck led to Siegler and 
Siegler led to Stigler.

No safer place could be selected. 
It would be impossible for an eves- 
dropper serving the people of the 
United States to, overhear the en- 
tire conversation of a pair of for- 
eign agents. But into the sensi- 
tive ear of the FBI dropped the 
following tid-bit: 

“It's been impossible,” Stigler 
told Siegler, “to contact Mezenen.” 

Siegler advised him to get in 
touch with Harry Sawyer. What 
neither knew was that “Sawyer,” 
presumably their confederate spy, 
actually was William Sebold, act- 
ing in the service of the FBI. 

“T have been told by Dobler to 
have Mezenen contact Sawyer,” 
Siegler added. 

Mezenen was new to the FBI, 
but “Dobler” had become a fa- 
miliar name. He was a German 
agent in Lisbon, Portugal. He was 
the middleman for messages be- 
tween Berlin and the United 
States, stationed in the only open 
neutral port of all Europe. It was 
from him that Strunck received 
messagés and money for the spies 
in America.

effort. 


He pleaded guilty in Federal 
Court to the charge of espionage 
and violation of the Registration 
Act and was sentenced to concur- 
rent terms of eight and two years, 
respectively, in the penitentiary.

EFORE it gets too warm and 
Boo lose what little energy you 
™ still have left, I want to give 
some instructions on the making 
of summer slip-covers. From time 
to time I have been writing arti- 
cles designed primarily to be of as- 
sistance to the novice who, for the 
first time, is tackling the job of 
doing things for herself rather 
than paying someone to do them 
for her. Now, slip-covers, to have 
a professional and well-fitted air, 
are rather difficult to make and 
should not be attempted, unless 
you have had some other sewing 
experience. But you are deter- 
mined to do the job, here are some 
helpful hints. 

First, of course, it is necessary 
to select your fabric, measure your 
piece of furniture, and determine 
how much of the material you re- 
quire. By all means, select a pre- 
shrunk material or you will find, 
after you have washed your covers 
that they fit like Johnny’s last 
summer’s suit. Remember, too, that 
if. you select a large-patterned 
fabric it will require more ma- 
terial for the pattern will have to 
be centered on all large areas. 


covered to determine the 
amount of yardage required. 
Start measuring at outside back, 
close to floor, then bring tape 
measure up over top and down 
the inside of back, tucking the 
tape measure into crack between 
back and seat; then carry tape 
forward over seat and down to 
floor in front. Allow about 8 
to 10 inches for seams and hems.

@ THEN MEASURE ARMS, start- 
ing with tape tucked into «seat 
crevice, then bringing it up over 
arm and down outside to floor. 
Add six inches for hem and seams, 
multiply by two for both arms. If 
there are loose cushions these must 
be measured, with an allowance of 
two inches each way for seams. 
Then you must determine whether 
the skirt is to have a plain, pleated 
or frilled valancé at the bottom, 
allowing twice around the bottom 
of piece for pleating and one and 
a half times around for frilling. Al- 
ways use a generous estimate when 
purchasing the material. Usually 
it takes about five yards for an up- 
holstered chair and about 10 yards 


for a sofa. 
* * 


Now, you are ready to cut the 
slip-cover. Patterns may be ob- 
tained, just like dress patterns, 
but they ‘fiust be carefully 
worked out to fit the particular 
piece. Often, it is easier to cut 
the slip-cover directly on the 
chair. Remember, in fitting and 
cutting, to place the right side 
facing the chair /with the wrong 
side out. Start with outside 
back, pinning the material to the 
chair and cutting all around, 
leaving an extra inch on all sides 
for seams. Next, fit outside of 
arm, pinning up from bottom to 
under edge of arm.

@ THE NEXT PIECE is a con- 
tinuous one, joined to the back, 
and covering the inside of back, 
the platform or seat, and the 
apron. Allow enough material to 
tuck in at back of seat. Leave 
inch tuck pinned across top of 
chair and across front edge of seat 
which will later be welted. Next 
cut inside arm, allowing enough 
material to tuck in side of chair, 
and to come over arm to meet 
outside piece. Finally, two small 
pieces are cut to fit front of arms, 
extending to bottom of chair. If 
there are extra pillows, they should 
be cut and fitted, leaving a flap 
at back bottom edge for inserting 
the pillow. 

Next, go over cover carefully, 
pinning all joining seams together, 
and trimming all edges the neces- 
sary amount. Remove cover from 
chair and yom are ready to sew. 
Seams that show are usually 
welted or French seamed. Welted 
seams are a little more trouble, 
but they are usually stronger and 
trimmer looking. In sewing up 
the cover, one side of the back is 


hemmed and left open for either - 


@ zipper or snaps.

@ IN FINISHING the slip-coyver, 
a valance is usually used. This 
may be shirred, box pleated or 


t at the top of a 
ruffle six or seven inches wide 
is effective. Two-inch box pleats 
are appropriate for a valance of 
the pleated variety. You may also 
desire to use contrasting weltings 
or brush fringe edges in giving the 
final finishing touches to your 
slip-covers. 

And now a word or two about 
the kind of material you may se- 
lect and the style you may choose 
for your slip-covers, Today, all 
the slip-covers in a room are se- 
lected with a general color theme. 
Often only one material is used 
for all the pieces or one patterned 
fabric is used with the plain cov- 
ers repeating one of the tones in 
the print. Cottons, of course, are 
most widely used. 

As to the style of your slip- 
covers, you own ingenuity can dic- 
tate your choice or you may walk 
through the stores and garner 
ideas. With the scarcity of zip- 
pers, other means of fastening 
such as big decorative buttons, 
oversized hooks and eyes or at- 
tractive cord lacings are seen more 
and more. Slip-covers should be 
used to change the atmosphere of 
your home for the summer months.

hy Not Herbs in Your Back Yard? 


Their Flavors Will Carry You Beyond Skip-Rope Stage of Salt, Pepper

ITH the spice industry in a 
Wairne: as to how it will be 

able to supply the American 
kitchen with the delectable seeds 
of caraway, coriander and anise, 
why not plant a garden of herbs 
in your own back yard? 


Apart from the use to be made 
of the plants, the very word, herb- 
garden, carries visions of old- 
fashioned colors, rich in scent and 
name—balm, lads love, bible lead, 
rue, and untold others. A herb 
garden suggests a haven of peace 
and refuge, a hideaway in which 
one can seek a release from the 
times. 


It will not be necessary to de- 
ote a whole acre or a whole gar- 
den to the growing of herbs. They 
will fit in any part of your garden, 
adding a fragrant and colorful 
beauty in the flower border, the 
rock garden or the victory vege- 
table plot. 


Maybe you have a fish pool 
around which would flourish sweet 
smelling—and tasting—mints, such 
as the variegated apple mint and 
orange mint or the sturdy growing 
curly, wooly and spearmint. 


Or, if it’s a sun-dial it would be 
charming surroufhded with purple 
flowered catnip, or if you desire 
memories of the past, cling instead 
to the sweet-scented old-fashioned 
geraniums. There are many vari- 
eties, all procurable here. The tall 
peppermint geranium with its large 
furry green leaf surrounds the 
dial, with an outer row of rose or 
skeleton-leaf geranium, as frag- 
rant as the name sounds, followed 
by the spicy gray-green leaves of 
the bushy nutmeg geranium. These 
give off dainty blooms of red and 
white as the summer goes along 
and will make a colorful window 
gerden over the winter. 


I have seen wagon wheels and 
ladders planted into things of 
ethereal beauty, with each rung or 
section containing a different grow- 
ing herb. They can either be mag- 
ically transformed into an outdoor 
pot-pourri, or a culinary corner. 
For the former, I would suggest 
planting bee-balm with its tall red 


spikes of alluring fragrance, in 
which the bees are sure to swarm. 
Lemon balm and lemon verbena 
would be at home here. Their 
pungent green leaves are an in- 
ducement for guets or cool 
drinks. Larkspur, with its shafts 
of pink and purple blending, would 
complete the picture. 

For a culinary planting try the 
mints, sweet basil, sweet mar- 
joram, summer savory thyme and 
sage. 


Most of the flowers now grown. 


in the flower border are to be 
found in the medical pharmaco- 
poeia, and you may have been 
growing some of them for years, 
little dreaming that you were har- 
boring an herb. 

The rock garden offers a spe- 
cial retreat for the small matty 
growing plants, which will carpet 
the ground with fragrance and 
color. For bright spots the thymes 
of caraway and lemon are excel- 
lent. For shade—what could be 
more perfect than myrtle with its 


small flowerg of heavenly blue? 

_ Only a few plants of the culinary 
herbs are needed for a family. 
Dress up that victory garden plot. 
Make it into a thing of useful 


beauty. Think of the visible charm 


of arrangement in the Willianis- 
burg and Mount Vernon vegetable 
gardens. They are filled with 
herbs—for edging; both great and 
small, pot herbs, salad herbs, and 
fos ean a right along with 

e ushes, grapevines, 
tatoes, cabbage and beans. Sage, 
sweet basil, sweet marjoram, sum- 
mer savory and thyme are found 
to be perfect border plants for this 
arrangement, : 

When making your garden of 
herbs be sure that you have chosen 
wisely of the plants that will fit in 
with your home, your garden and 
you. It is not a matter of size 
but of the fitness of things, 

Herbs require only a good clayed 
soil, good drainage and full sun. 
They are not subject to insect at- 
tacks, do not demand water dur- 


ing a drouth, and can survive the 
whims of the elements. A few 
seeds and a few plants will give 
tantalizing flavors to every meal. 


Recipe for 
Baked Fish

WHOLE. baked fish such as 

bass, bluefish, cod or white- 

fish would be nice for a 
change. Here is a recipe for bass 
Portugu 


ese, 

Have the fish cleaned and pre- 
pared for baking leaving the head 
on. Select one weighing three 
pounds or over. Rub fish with oil 
and season with salt and pepper. 
Place it in a buttered baking dish, 
sprinkle a tablespoon of finely 
chopped onion over the top and add 
four tablespoons of dry white wine 
to the pan. Bake in a moderate 
oven 35 to 40 minutes, basting. oc- 
casionally with the wine, Then 
pour two cups of Portuguese sauce 
over the fish, sprinkle bread 
crumbs over the top, dot with small 
bits of butter and return to oven 
until crumbs are browned. Serve 
with parsley potatoes. 

PORTUGUESE SAUCE. 


One green pepper, thinly sliced; 


One miedium sized onion, thinly 
sliced; one-half cup mushrooms, 
thinly sliced; two cups canned to- 
matoes; 12 olives, thinly sliced; two 
tablespoons butter; two tablespoons 
flour; salt and pepper. 

Cover green pepper, onions and 
mushrooms with water and cook 
until tender, or about 10 minutes. 
Then add canned tomatoes and 
thinly sliced olives (pimiento 
stuffed) and bring to boiling point. 
Thicken sauce with butter and 
flour creamed together and let boil 
two minutes longer. 

BROILED SALMON STEAK, 

FINES HERBES. 

Have the salmon steak cut three- 
fourths inch thick. Sprinkle light- 
ly with salt and pepper and dip in 
oil. Broil under moderate flame, 
allowing about 12 minutes for each 
side. Add a piece of butter to pan 
and baste frequently with melted 
butter and oil. Place on hot plat- 
ter when cooked and carefully re- 
move the gkin. Sprinkle each 
steak with one-fourth teaspoon of 
finely chopped parsley and one- 
fourth teaspoon of finely chopped 
chives. Add the juice of one lemon 
to the pan containing the melted 
butter and oil. Hold over flame 
for a minute or two until it is hot, 
then pour it over salmon steak. 
Allow about two tablespoons for 
each steak. 

BROILED LAMB KIDNEYS. 

Have butcher remove outer skin 
and split kidheys in two without 
separating. Insert a small wooden 
skewer through kidneys to keep 
them open while broiling. Put kid- 
neys in a dish, pour enough olive 
oll over them to moisten, and sea- 
son with salt and pepper. Have 
broiler oven hot, put kidneys on 
broiler rack, cut side down, and 
broil about four minutes. -Turn 
kidneys over and cook on open side 
about four minutes. Remove to 
hot plate or platter, remove skew- 
ers and spread kidneys with 
deviled butter. Garnish plate with 
toast points.

Cream two tablespoons of butter, 
add one level teaspoon of English 
mustard and a few drops of Wor- 
cestershire sauce. Blend thorough- 
ly. Spread thinly on hot broiled 
kidneys. 

ZUCCHINI, PROVENCAL. 

The zucchini is a young squash 
which is green and resembles a 
small cucumber. The smaller they 
are the better they are, and here 
is a favorite way of preparing 
them: 

Scrape zucchini, leaving a little 
of the green on the vegetable. 
Cover with boiling water, lightly 
salted, and cook until tender or 
about 10 minutes, Drain thorough- 
ly and serve with hot melted but- 
ter which has been seasoned with 
a crushed clove of garlic. Always 
serve these tiny squash whole. 

DANDELION GREENS, 

Select young greens. Wash and 
freshen in cold water. Cook in 
slightly salted water until tender. 
Drain and chop fine until you have 
about two and one-half cupfuls. 
Then put two tablespoons of but- 
ter and one tablespoon of lard tn a 
Saucepan and when it is melted 
toss in a cup of fine bread crumbs 
to brown. When crumbs are nice- 
ly browned add the chopped dan- 
delion, two tablespoons of strained 
lemon juice and two tablespoons 
of onion juice and salt and pepper 
to taste. Stir all together and

herbs takes place when the plants 
are about to bloom, for at that 
time the volatile oils on which the 
fragrance depends are most abund- 
ant.

but the labor behind the lines as well—in the munitions factories and 
the mines, the steel] mills and the medical centers. Especially effective 
is one long shot of an army of civilians, men and women, digging new 
fortifications. 

For a companion to “Our Russian Front,” the Art Theater offers 
an American fact-film, “Power and the Land,” made for the Rural 
Electrification Administration, and released through that agency. 
“Power and the Land” tells how the benefits of electricity were ex- 
tended to the farmers of the nation in the years up to 1940 and in 
particular to the William Parkinsons of St. Clairsville, O, It is in its 
detailed study of a farm family that “Power and the Land” has its 
chief merit today, since its recollection of rural life can stand the test 
of wartime limitations, priorities and all that, when its propaganda 
cannot.

Cases Have Dropped From 45 to 
4 per 1000 Persons, Dr. Joseph 
C. Willett Reports. 

The death rate from typhoid 
fever in St. Louis has dropped 
from 45 to .5 per 1000 persons dur- 
ing the last 30 years, and of the 
17 cases reported here last year, 
10° of the victims are known to 
have contracted the disease out- 
side of the city, Dr. Joseph C. 
Willett, chief of laboratories for 
the eHalth Division, said yesterday 
in a radio talk. 

He attributed the decrease in 
typhoid to improvements in the 
water supply, building of sewers, 
pasteurization of milk, destruction 
of germ-breeding places, screening 
of homes and vaccination. When 
the city dweller leaves on business 
or vacation trips, he pointed out, 
he often leaves behind many of the 
protective factors against typhoid. 

Dr. Willett also discussed ma- 
laria, which he said had been on 
the decline in North America in 
the last decade, with cases drop- 
ping from about three million a 
year to less than half a million. 
Most malaria cases are in the 
southeastern section of the United 
States, the southern tips of Mis- 
souri and [Illinois forming the 
northern ‘boundaries of the highly 
infected area.

Flowers That Skirt the Eternal Frost 


OLORADO has other 90-day wonders 

than the temporary rangers in Rocky 

Mountain and Mesa Verde National 
Parks. Between the melting snow banks of 
mid-June and the early snowfalls of mid- 
September alpine and sub-alpine flowers 
run a life race each year. 

On the timber line tundras in the spruce 
forests below, from 9000 to 13,000 feet above 
sea level, these flowers re-enforce the State's 
claim to its colorful Spanish name. 

Familiarity: with them breeds ddmiration 
for their brilliancy of color and their fight 
for survival, enthusiasm for their variety and 
mass, and envy—because the garden hose 
and the usual gardening tools are not es- 
sential to their flowering. 

Naturalists in Rocky Mountain National 
Park and botanists at the University of Colo- 
rado summer quartér lead hundreds of vis- 
itors to see these high country flowers. 
Some flourish in warmer climates but only 
the color camera can bring most of them 
from the heights to the plains and prairies.
